jewels massed In heaps waiting the 
first-comer on the floor of Aladdin's 
cave." It is thus that one who has 
been privileged to make a close In- 
spection of the late King Edward's 
crown describes that important item 
in the crown jewels;.and some idea 
of the 
magnificence of the crown 


which will be worn by King George at 
the coronation may be gathered from 
the fact that to the 2,818 diamonds, 
297 pearls, besides many other jewels, 
which formed King Edward's crown, 
will be added two sapphires, fifty-six 
brilliants, and fifty-two rose diamonds.
